Sonora Earthquake Stories 
Exaggerated. 


Rigorous Enforcement of the Exclu- 
sion Act at San Francisco. 


Only Diplomats and Their Attendants 
Can Hereafter Land. 


The English Beer Syndicate Notto 
to Have the Entire Field at 
San Francisco—Stock 
Train Wrecked. 


By Telegraph to The Times. ® 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.} ‘The Chronicle’s 
Yuma correspondent made a trip to 
the town of Lerdo, Mexico, which was 
reported to be destroyed by an earth- 
quake July 30. He reports that the ac- 
counts of the earthquake have been 
greatly exaggerated. No houses were 
destroyed, and he failed to find the 
place where the Colorado River was re- 
ported to be pouring into a fissure 
in the earth. There was 
tidal wave in the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia, and the shock was hardly 
felt there. The report that hills disap- 
peared is explained by stating that 
about 100 feet of sand bluff fell into 
the river. He also investigated the 
alleged disappearance of the river on 
the day of the earthquake. He found 
that opposite Lerdo is a large islund. 
Until a month ago the river flowed in 
the east channel, nearest to Lerdo, 
then it began to change to the. west 
channel. The cause was the gradual 
eating away of the sand bluff on the 
main iand which fell into the east 
channe! and blocked it up. This wus 
noticed three weeks before the earth- 
quake. 


AGAINST BEER MONOPOLY, 


A New Brewery io be Established in 
San Francisco, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 13.—|By the 

Associated Press.] The statement that 

the proposition to starta new brewery 

in opposition to those controlled by the 

English syndicate had been abandoned 


‘was denied today by Secretary Bandt 


of the American Brewery Company. 
“We have no intention of abandoning 
the enterprise,”’ he said. “‘We have 
already expended thousands of dollars 
in the search for new buildings. Mesérs. 
Busch and Zinkand are at present in 
Europe on business connected with the 
new plantand on their return work 
will begin at.ones as all other prelim- 
inary arrangements have been com- 
pleted. None of the directors have 
withdrawn. Among those who have 
been named as directors are Claus 
Spreckels, Adolphus Busch, the brewer 
of St. Louis, James Phelan, John 
Hooper, Charles Zinkand, H. Liebes 
and J. B. Brandt, The company has 
incorporated according to the laws of 
California with a capital of $3,000,000. 


CHINESE CANNOT LAND, 


The Exclusion Act Being Rigorously 
Enforced, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The landing of 
Chinese from the steamer Oceanica was 
stopped today by order of Collector 
Phelps. The order was due to a cir- 
cular received from the Treasury De- 
partment quoting the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
case of Wan Sig. The latter was a 
laborer and wanted to land on the 
ground of previous residence. The 
court held that no Chinese, merchant 
or otherwise, could land in the United 
States unless he was provided with a 
consular certificate. To obtain this 
certificate he would have to prove that 
he was conducting a mercantile busi- 
ness in this country, which would be 
almost an impossibility in China. Col- 
lector Phelps holds that this practi- 
cally excludes all Chinese except those 
connected with the diplomatic corps. 


Fell Into a Ditch. 

Grass VALLEY, Aug. 13.—Theodore 
Swartz, an old resident of Pleasant 
Valley, who has been ill for some time, 
went to Excelsior ditch, which runs 
through his farm, yesterday, to raise 


the gate for irrigating his place. He 
fell into the ditch filled with deep 
water, but succeeded in grasping 
weeds on the bank, and was rescued 
almost lifeless. He will probably re- 


cover. 
Desperate Cutting Affray. 
SANTA Rosa, Aug. 13.—Warrants 
were issued today for the arrest of 
three Italians, Anglo Bertoluci, Poola 
and Steffani for assault to murder 
three other Italians at Duncan Mills 
last Saturday night. The assault was 
made during adrunken row, and two 
of the men assaulted were cut so badiy 
that it is thought they will die. 


, The Pine Nut Excitement.

Molloy, an employé of the Western 
sugar refinery, who was riding on the 
train, was so badly mangled that he 
died after reaching the hospital.

THE DEAD POET. 


LOWELL’S DEATH MOURNED IN 
ENGLAND. 


A Message of Condolence from 
Queen Victoria-—Tributes of 
the London Press and 
Poet Tennyson. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Acting Secretary 
of State has received through the 
British minister at this city the follow- 
ing telegram from the Marquis of Sal- 
isbury: 

The Queen desires to express her sorrow 


and regret at the news which has just 
reached this qountry of Lowell’s death. 


Sir Julian Pauncefote requested that 
this telegram be laid before the Presi- 
dent, and by his direction a copy was 
immediately transmitted to the family 
of the deceased. 

Wharton, in answerto Sir Julian’s 
telegram, wrote as follows: 

The President directs me to acknowledge 
the receipt through you of the telegram 
from the Marquis of Salisbury conveying 
the Queen’s condolen om the death of 
Lowell, and to covvey an expression of the 


President’s appreciation of Her Majesty’s 
sympathetic message. 

FOREIGN TRIBUTES. 
LONDON, Aug. 13.—The Times says: 
The death of Lowell is probably more 

keenly and widely felt in England than 
would be thatofany other American, or 
indeed apy man not a fellow-countryman. 
With his death there passes Ihto history a 
really remarkable mind whose reputation 
will grow with time. Corrupt politicians 
hated him, but he goes to his grave mourned 
by all thatis best in America and amid 
heartfelt regard and admiration in England. 


The Standard says: 
America may claim the distinction of his

The two men 
were members of the reigning family 
of Manipur, and both appealed from 
the decision of the military court of 
inquiry which tried them, but Marquis 
Lansdowne, viceroy of India, refused 
to interfere with the decision of that

~ The two men executed were the Sen- 
aputta, or commander-in-chief of the 
Manipur army, and Gongel, the general 
who violated the flag of truce under 
which the Englishmen were decoyed 
from Manipur and who gave the native 


executioner orders to kill the British 


prisoners. 

Animmense crowd of natives wit- 
nessed the execution, but owing to the 
presence of large numbers of troops no 
disturbance occurred. 


“IN DARKEST RUSSIA.” 


More Accounts of the Persecution of 
the Jews. 

Lonpon, Aug. 15.—{By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The work entitled 
“In Darkest Russia,” has met with a 
good sale, and today a second edition 
is issued. The book is devoted to an 
exposé of the wrongs from which Jews 
in Russia suffer, and the second edi- 
tion gives long lists of fresh persecu- 
tions to which Hebrews in that coun- 
try have been subjected. A letter 
from a Jew in Russia toa minister in 
London is published in the book. The 
writer says that the most serious mat- 
ter ofall is the general outlawry in 
which Jews are held. Every petty 
Russian official assumes the right to 
treat them as he thinks fit. As an il- 
lustration of this misuse of power, he 
instances the faeithe police of Liban 
recently issued an order prohibiting 
the Jews from bathing in the sea in 
summer. 

A letter was received from a gentle- 
man ip Charlottenburg, Germany, de- 
scribing the condition of Jews who are 
fleeing from Russia. It says that refu- 
gees, who have not suflicient money to 
pay the full price of tickets: to Amer- 
ica, have received. tickets from the 
Jéwish Emigration Committee at less 
than cost. 


ALEXIS IS ANGRY. 


French Enthusiasm Displeasing to 
the Gr nd Duke. 

Paris, Aug. 13.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| Grand Duke Alexis 
left this city for Vichy today. As his 
carriage passed along the streets the 
crowds cheered him enthusiastically, 
and as he smilingly bowed in response 
to the hearty greetings tendered him, 
the crowd broke out into cries, “ Vire 
la Russieet la France!’ and ‘Vive le 
Czarl’’?’ When the Grand Duke reached 
the railway station there was a repeti- 
tion of the scenes of enthusiasm wit- 
nessed on the streets. 

The Grand Duke arrived at Vichy 
this afternoon. The Russian consul 
in a speech said “The fiction of hoist- 
ing the Russian flag to make the

William B. Murray of Plain- 
ville, N. J., prepared a paper on the 
American association which was read.

ADMIRAL BROWN’S REPORT. 


Affairs in Cities Occupied by the In- 
surgents. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—The Navy

quimbo, Chile, July 3.

They did no serious 
damage to property, and no one on shore 
was even wounded, ‘The vessels appeared 
off lquique and began firing at the city, 
but at such long range that no prejectile 
reached shore. 

Land forces of the insurgents are mainly 
concentrated at Iquique, where there are 
about six thousand men wellarmed, ‘Their 
aggregate force at ail ports held by . them, 
numbered about eight thousand. The in- 
surgent vessels Esmeralda, Coclirane, Huas- 
car, Mageilanes. O’ Higgins and Abota, and 
several other armed transports, are gener- 
ally at Iquique. | 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 13.—A _ Pan-

LACROSSE. 


The Seeund Match Game on 
the Coast. 


LOS ANGELES VS. RIVERSIDE 


The Home Team Win After an Ex- 
citing Contest—Detailed De- 
scription of the Game-— 
Brilliant Plays. 


The second match game of lacrosse ever 
played on this Coast was witnessed at Agri- 
cultural Park yesterday afternoon by about 
a thousand people, and had the public 
understood generaliy whata treat was io 
store for them, there would not have been 
room enough in the park to hold the crowds 
that would have flocked there, for without 
a doubt it is the mostexciting of all field 
sports, when played as it was yesterday. 

It is far more exciting than either foot- 
ball or baseball, and as it is strictly an 
American game, baving been played here 
by the Indians over two hundred years 
ago, it is a little singular that 
it is not the national came, and 
from the amount of interest that is 
ing t ken in it throughout the East. it is 
safe to predict that it will overshadow all 
other games within the next few years, and 
a crack lacrosse piayer will be as far above 
a baseball star as the President is above a 
country justice of the peace. 

‘To make athorough lacrosse player one 
must be not only a trained athlete, but he 
inust have a quick eye, a steady nerve and 
a beart of steel, for the moment the ball is 


-setin motion the battle begins, and it is 


not boy’s play by any manner of means, 
Every piayer is nerved up to the highest 
pitch, and rushes into the hottest of 
the fight with a willingness that would 
do honor to dn old soldier. He is 
surrounded by dangers until the ball is sent 
flying between whe flags by some boid 
player who has to run the gauntlet of 
probably a dozen powerful players who 
almost pound him into a jelly witb their 
heavy batsto keep him from making came, 
He may escape aciean knock out, but he is 
almost sure to be left on the field of battle 
bleeding and played out in more ways than 
one. ‘lhere is apother good thing about 
the game, and that is that no bones are ever 
broken, and no one has ever been killed or 
crippled for life as is often the case in base- 
ball. 

One of the beauties of the game Is that it 
can be played with from six to one hundred 
op a side with the home fl.gs from two bun- 
dred yaras to one wile apart, and the game 
cau last trom thirty winutes to one month, 

As there are but few people io this city 
who ever witnessed, it might not be 
vut of place to give a brief description of 
the game. The ground is staked off in an 
open field with two sets of eee staked 
ateither end. The game is described as 
follows by Mr. Robertson, spe of the piay- 


8: 

**A lacrosse match Is the meeting of two 
teams of twelve men each, who meet to bat- 
tle for supremucy, or in true lacrosse ian- 
guage, to cross sticks. Each player © rries 
in his hands a stout hickory stick, about 
five feet long, with one extremity bent to 
form a haif circle. The space thus formed 
by the bow is filled with netting somewhat 
similar, though by no means as close, «8 
that of a tennis rucket. Tois stick 
and pet’ is called the crosse, aud 
with it the small hard rubber ball of 
five ouncesin weight is stopped, caught, 
thrown and sometimes carried long dis- 
tances, provided the lucky,possessor of the 
sphere is fleet of foot ard succeeds in evad- 
ing his cneck. When time is called by the 
gentieman chosen w fill the onerous aud 
respousiodie pusition of referee, the con- 
tending teams are drawn up ino line in the 
center of the held, and their respective 
fieid captains toss up for choice of position. 
Of course the unlucky side is usually sent 
to defend that gal which is facing the 
genial sun’s rays, Dut toe advantage is not a 
lasting one, since with each game scored the 
Change positivuns, The “goals” are 
120 yards apart and ‘consist of two poles 
six feet in height placed in the ground 
six feet from each other. Between these 
poles—or flags as they are sometimes called 
—the go |l-keeper stands, «nd every ten 
yards between his position and the goals at 
the other end of the field—120 yards dis- 
tant—are two players standing shoulder to 
shoulder, cne endeavoring to defend the one 
goal and attack the other, while his oppo- 
nent is engaged in the same laudable and 
exciting effort. When »t length the players 
have takes uptheig respective positions, 
the referee proceeds to the exact center of 
the field, and while a member of each team 
bends on one kuee and places his crosse 
upon the ground within a few inches of the 
other’s, the bail is placed between them, 
and at the wérd “face,” given by the man 
in authority, tha two cross sticks are drawn 
vigorously and the game is commenced. Ina 
momenta tranquil scene is converted into 
one of great excitement, and half a duzen or 
more players are seen mixed up in a scrim- 
mage, enxaxed in earnest eff rts to secure 
the coveted bill; suddenly one.darts from 
out the number and a cheer.gves up from 
his supporters as with dashing strike he 
escapes from bis check and either throws 
the ball to one of his team or makes a rapia 
shot upon the enemy’s goal. For a moment 
both sides watch with bated breath the 
effect. Suddenly a counter cheer is heard 
from the opposirg side; the go.:i-keeper has 
made a brilliant stop and saved the game, 
and before the spectator has had time to 
realize all that has happened, the rubber is 
sent flying several bundred feet in the air, 
aud the scene of conflict is transferred to 
the other @ud of the fieid. So it continues 
until one side scores, and then a rest of ten 
minutes is given. It is impossible to 
describe the nuinberless quick passes, clever 
dodges and graceful catches which are 
made in the course of a gaime.”’

‘Another Day of the Morris 
Ex mination. 


Say They Would Not Ba< 
leve Him on Oath—Testimony 
for the Defense~New 
Sults, 


The Morris examination was again re- 
‘eumdd by Justice Stanton in the ‘Township 
Court yesterday moruling, Harry C. Ban- 
| non being the first witness called, ile tes 
tifled briefly tothe effect that he was the 
first person to enter Centry’s saloon after 
the shooting. The room was still full of 
smoke when he rau in, and the Penal Code 
whioh Crane had been reading, was lying 
just as the wounded man bad dropped it la 
his flight. There was no wind that night 

Fred Shearer, « grocer, stated that he did 
not Know who shot at Crane, although he 
saw Morris atthe saloon shortly before the 
shooting. He also saw the defendant three 
or four minutes after the shots were fired 
emerging from Gilman's hotel, and avticed 
that be wore a dark suit. 

W. H. Holland, a school teacher, testified 
to having assisted in dressing Crane's 
wounds at Leland’a house. Crane was 
very mach excited, and was scared almost 
ro death, fle did not apparentiy expect te

u. A. Hellmore, an Associated Preas 
correspondent, and ©. B. Ladd, one of the 
defend nt’s counsel, were called aud ex- 
amined as to certain minor details, and at 
the close of their testimony the prosecution

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AGAIN IN JAIL. 


‘Wong Ark’s Bail Declared 


Insufficient. 


JUDCE SHAW’S DECISIVE ACTION 


One of the Bondsmen Behind the 
Bars for Perjury~Good Work 
by the City and County 
Officials. 


Since the release of Wong Ark, the China- 
man awaiting his second trial upon the 
charge of having murdered‘ Goot Gue in 
March last, under bonds inp the sum of 
$10,000, the District Attorney, who did not 
agree with Judge Smith as to the validity 
of the bond, has been making an investiga- 
tion, with the result that Chu Yik Fon, one 
of the bondsmen, was yesterday arrested on 
& warrant issued by Justice Austin, and 
locked up on the charge of perjury. 

The District Attorney appeared before 
Judge Lucien Shaw in Department One 
yesterday morning and informed the Court 
of the facts which had been elicited by his 
investigation, and upon his motion, and it 
appearing to the Court that the defendant’s 
undertaking was insufficient, a bench war- 
rant was issued for the arrest of Wong Ark, 
ry being fixed in the original amount, 


At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon Won 
Ark appeared in court with his counsel. F. 
B. Guthrie and Jesse Hardesty, while Dep- 
pep Attorney Phibbs appeared on 
behalf of the State, 

As Chu Yik Fon was brought into court 
by Under Sherift Moran, Attorney Hardesty 
Called upon the Chinaman to take the stand, 
announcing that he offered bim again as a 
surety on Wong Ark’s underteking of bail. 

There appeared to be some doubt in the 
mind of the defendant’s counse! as to the 
roper method of procedure at first, but the 
Jourt took occasion to remark that it was 
not the province of the District Attorney to 
see that the defendant was either admitted 
to, or gave bail, and seeing that the Court 
meant business, the attorneys at once pro- 
ceeded to examine Chu Yik Fon as to his 
qualifications to act as a surety for the = 
arauce of Wong Ark on the 24th inst,, in 

e surp of $5000. 

He testified through the medium ofa 
smart interpreter that be owned a merchan- 
dise store at No. 314 Marchessault street, 
which was worth at least $2000; that he had 
$2000 in cash on hand, and that he owned a 
one-third interest in a large building on the 
corner of Marchessaultand Alameda streets, 
vaiued at $15,000, 

On’ cross-examination he insisted that 

Chu Yit Fon was his true name, but ad- 
mitted that he sometimes signed it Yit Fon. 
He also adinitted that there was asign ever 
the store in the firm name of Jim Ching 
Lung & Co., for which he was unable to 
account. He denied positively that he had 
any partner in this business, but stated that 
he hired men sometimes to assist him. He 
was then asked where the $2000 in cash 
was, a question to which the defendant’s 
counsel raiseti a very vigorous protest, Mr. 
Hardesty even going so far as to remark 
that there were those in the courtroom 
before whom it would not be safe to admit 
that one had so much money. 
- The Court, however, promptly overruled 
the objection, remarking that the witness 
had voluntarily offered himself as a bonds- 
man, and could witkdraw if he felt indis- 
posed to answer the questions put to him, 

Yik then stated that tho money was 
locked up at his store, He was further 
cross-examined as to his interest in the 
building above mentioned and stated that 
his partners were Soo Yung and Ah Chun, 
the former of whom hadin his possession 
the fifteen-year lease for the ground on 
which it was built. 

Attheclose of the examination Judge 
Shaw refused toaccept Chu Yik Fon as a 
surety, much to the chagrin of the defen- 
dant and his counsel, remarking that from 
his knowledge of thefactsin the casa he 
was satistied that these Chiuamen were not 
averse to falsifying the facts to attain their 
end, in fact some of them had already put 
themselves u pon record, 

Mr. Hardesty then suggested that he sup- 
posed the Court would make an order re- 
manding Wong Ark, but Judge Shaw re- 
plied that such an order had already been 
made, “Then.” said Attorney Hardesty, 
under Your Honor’s ruling 1 suppose there 
is not much use in our bringing forward 
afity more Chinese sureties.” 

“Wery littie, sir,” replied the Court; “you 
had better bring white witnesses, who un- 
derstand the nature of an oath,”’and with 
this parting shot Judge Shaw stepped from 
the bench and adjourned to his chambers. 

Chu Yik Fon was taken back to the City 
Jail, and Wong Ark to the County Jail. 

JUSTICE STANTON INTERFERES. 

After the proceedings before Judge Shaw, 
the attorneys for Chu Yik Fon went before 
Justice Austin and attempted to get Fon 
out on bail, offering as sureties the four 
other Chinamen who qualified with him on 
the Ark bond. Justice Austin declined to 
admit the heathen to Diil, saying that he 
would examine the bondsmen this after- 
noon, when the District Attorney could be 
present, and remanded Fon tothe custody 
of the Sheriff, the heathen being sent down 
to the city prison until such time ashe 
could be taken up to the Cgunty Jail. 

‘The attorneys for the Chinaman appeared 
determined that he should not remain in 
jail. and at 6 o’clock last evening went be- 
tere Justice Stanton, when the same China- 
men were again offered as sureties. They 
were accepted by Justice Stanton, who 
issued an order on Chief Giass for the re- 
lease of the .Chinaman, shortly 
after 6 o’clock Mr. Guthrie put in an 
appearauce at the city prison armed 
with the order, which he served on the 


. Chief, and requested that the body of 


the Mongolian be giyen up forthwith. 
The Chief dia not kvow exactly 


“what to do. He knew that the heathen 


should not be released, but at the same time 
he did not see how to get around a direct 
order of the Justice without being in con- 
tempt. On looking over the commitment, 
however, he saw that the prisoper was coin- 
mitted to the custody of the Sheriff, and he 
at once burried him to the jail. The attor- 
neys then hunted up Justice Stanton, and 
secured an order on the Sheriff for Fon’s 
release, but in the meantime Sheriff Gibson 
had been advised of the state of affairs, and 
the jailer was instructed to hold his man 
until the Justice could be advised, and at a 
Jate hour last night he revoked the order, 
and the heathen spent the night in jail.

Shaw, bowever, who stated that he was 
merely following along line of precedents.

A GREAT WRITER GONE, 


’ One of the men who has helped to 
make American literature died in Boston 
last Wednesday. James Russell Lowell 
belonged to what may be termed 
the middle generation of American 
poets and men of letters. Irving, 
Ilawthorne and Cooper were of a for- 
mer epoch; and while their subjects 
and scenes were mainiy American, 
their methods of presentation were 
essentially English. While the great 
English-speaking world recognized 
their genius and allowed to Amer- 
ica a certain tribute in honoring 
them there was still an unsatisfied 
craving for something distinctively 
American—something that would bear 
the stamp of originality and bespeak 
the larger life and freer atmosphere of 
the great western continent. 

Buta distinctive literature is not 
born in a generation. The earlier 
American writers were unable to 
escape from the trammels of:-English 
thought and method, and they wrote 
as they had read. ~” 

But with the coming of the second 
generation of writers, including Long- 
fellow, Bryant, Holmes, Lowell, Poe, 
Saxe and a host of other brilliant men, 
there was a breakinpg away from the 
English modes; the originality and 
spirit of the western world spoke out 
in its natural voice; a distinctive 
American literature began to :ake its 
place in the libraries of the worid. 

Lowell was not only a writer of no- 
ble verse, but his prose works hold a 
high place, and bis mind was so broad 
and comprehensive that he ranked as 
one of the best and most kindly critics. 
In him the creative faculty was allied 
to the critical, so that, like Goldsmith’s 
schoolmaster, he 
‘Allured to br ghter worlds and led the way.” 

Lowell’s two works, “Among My 
Books” and **My Study Window,” are 
models of generops, just, loving criti- 
cism of the great. masters of litera- | 
ture. and are well calculated to stimu- 
late a desire for learning no less than 
a just appreciation of that which is 
best. In the “Bigelow Papers,’’ Low- 
ell breathed the true American spirit 
with which be was so strongly imbued. 
In his “Commemoration Ode,’’ and 
“The Washers of the Shroud,” he has 
left us a heritage of his poetic genius. 

It is gratifying to know that this man 
was duly appreciated and honored 
during his litetime by the country 
which he honored in turn, In 1855 he 
was elected to the chair of modern 
languages and belles letters in Harvard 
University. In 1877 he was appointed 
Minister to Spain, and in 1880 was 
transferred to the Court of St. James, 
where he was received with the 
highest honois, betokening an ap- 
preciation, not only of his official 
position, but also of his personal 
worth. He was voted the degreeof D. 
C.L. by Oxford University in 1873, and, 
in 1874, received the degree of LL. D. 
from Cambridge, and was also elected 
rector of the University of St. An- 
drews. 

The life and letters of James Russell 
Lowell are among the treasures of the 
United States laid away in the temple 
of fame. 


CROP BULLETINS, : 


George E. Franklin, weather ob- 
server at the Los Angeles station, has 
been issuing for some time weekly 
crop bulletins compiled from reports 
of local voluateer correspondents in 
various agricultural centers of Southb- 
ern California. These reports have 
been published by the local press, as 
well as being sent out in circular form, 
and bave proven very useful to produce 
dealers and to the trade generally. 
It is proposed now, tostead of discon- 
tinuing the reports at the end of 
August, as is done in most places (the 
growing season being then over), to 
continne then from Southern California 
duriog the winter and, in fact, through- 
out the year. A number of leading 
houses have petitioned for this, and it 
is hoped that the department will not 
only allow the continuance of the 
balletins, .but will also provide 
means for their publication § in 
good shape. Mr. Franklin is doing 
a fine thing for the agricultural anda 
commercial interests of this part of 
the State, and, as our growing season 
continues through the winter, during 
which our most important crop, 
oranges, matures, the reports should, 
by all means, be continued, 


TOBACCO GROWING FEASIBLE. 


Mr. George Spikerhas three acres 
of tobacco growing on bis place on the 
corner of Vermont avenue and Ad- 
ams street. Yesterday he exhibited 
at Tue Times office some samples of 
smali leaves which be bad partially 
cured. It appeared very light in color 
and ofextremely fine texture, and no 
doubt would be accounted fine tobacco 
by an expert. Mr. Spiker has had ex- 
perience in tobacco growing in ‘Texas 
and in Guatemala, as wellas for sevy- 
eral years in California. He took first 
prize at the State Fair several years 
ugo, and subsequently received a di- 
pioma atthe Sixth District fair, His 
experience has taught him that the 
soil and climate of Southern ~ Califor- 
nia are excellently adapted to the to- 
‘bacco plant, and that as fue an article 
can be grown here as in any country in 
the world. And he is not the only 
man who bas tried the experi- 
ment and succeeded with it. As 
much as twelve or fifteen . years 
ago agentleman named Davidson grew 
fine tobacco on the foothills near the 
Sierra Madre Villa. He was on the 
bigh road to establishing a paying 
business when he got too enterprising, 
bought expensive machinery for the 
manufacture of cigaréties, overreached 
bimeelf and failed. It was no tack of 
ability to raise good tobacco that caused 


the industry seemed to stop where he 
left it, until more recently taken up by 
Mr. Spiker. | 

Tobacco is one of the most impor- 
tant staples of the United states, and 


| it is accounted a reliable and profitable 


product in countries where it is grown 

Why California has been so slow to 
add this to her list of agricul- 
tural resources it is hard. to 
savy.

GRAND OPERAHOUSE.-—-The Lyceum 
Theater Company gave their first perform- 
ance here of C. Haddon Chambers’s play 
The Idler, last night and achieved anotner 
success. The author of Captain Swift has 
made a considerabie stride in this, his latest 
effurtand the piece is one that cails forth 
all the latent powers that each one of the 
chief members of the cast possess. As for 
the genial Le Moyne, he is in this piece 
under a temporary eclipse, his part being one 
entirely subordinate to the main interest; 
still, he makesa most emusing sketch ot 
the ainorous widower, Open perhaps to the 
objection that the senility of the character 
is a little over emphasized. Graceful Mrs. 
Walcot has one scene requiring the dis- 
play of genuine emotion and made it 
effective. ‘Ihe pretty little ingenue, Miss 
Kftie Shannon bas so promiveut a char- 
acter as she hasin The Charity Ball, but 
is just as winsome in her ways. The ap- 
pearance of Miss Crossman in an entirely 
aifferent jast night confirmed her’ as 
the possessor of a good deal of dramatic 
talent; the scheming, brilliant, scandal 
loving widow was excellently portrayed in 
the two acis where she appears. 

The main interestof Zhe Idler, however, 
is centered in the baiance of the c st, and 
it must be confessed that the demands upon 
their powers were metto adiniration. There 
is just sufficient of the melodramatic ele- 
ment in the construction to remove the piece 
frum Ahe ordiuary category uf drawing-room 
dramas, and there isan abssrbing interest 
centéred in the chief figure, personated by 
Herbert Kelcey, that culminates in a 
pointed moral not often to be deduced trom 
the modern drama. Mr, Keicey shows him- 
self to be, as in all his characterc, very 
earnest, very impressive, and even mag- 
netic, in spite of the glacial indifference he’ 
so well assumed in all the scenes, excepting 
those in which he was pouring out the pent- 
up passion of his love tothe wife of his 
quondam friend. It may be a matter of 
surprise with some to see Mr. Kelcey make 
such a good viliain, but his *“‘Mark Cross” 
has, after ali, many redeeming points, 
and when the curtain. falls on _ his 
solitary figure in the lust act, alone saye 
for the presence of the waiting servant who 
inquires his master’s destination, and the 
answer comes with a burst of bitter despair, 
“God knows,” the hope arises that the 
‘Idler’. may yet achieve his peace of mind 
and live to be an honvred member of 
society. Mr. Kelcey’s art bas never been 
seen to greater advantage than in the even- 
ly balanced, strong and cultivated person- 
ation of this character, 

Miss Cayvan was alsoto a great extent 
a revelation to the audience. Artistic in 
her abandon and thoroughiy tragic in her 
despair and agopy, she yet never overstep- 
ped the bounds of nature. in the chief 
scene of the piay, that of the third act, she 
carried the house by storm. In tne lighter 
scenes the tenderness of feeling and 
of devotion w her unfortunate tusband 
were subtly indicated and very naturally 
inade to lead up to the climax of the story. 
E, J. Katcliff deepened the good impression 
made by bis work in dhe Charity Bull, and 
showed that be is indeed a vaiuabie acqui- 
sition to this important company. 

Eugene Ormonde bas a certain stiffness 
that will probably wear off with more prac- 
tice; bis rigid attitude so long sustained in 
the lastact was an evidence of. this failing. 
He bas earnestness and evident intelli- 
gence which should be great helps in other 
and more congenial characters. 

The audience, while not so large asthe 
merits of the entertainment demanded, was 
yet of very fair size, and when it once got 
into the spirit of the play, was enthusiastic 
in applauding.

WHY WE NEED CUBA. 


Possession of the Island is of 
Strategic Importance. 


GEN. JORDAN ON THE SUBJECT 


Fie Attempts to Show That the 
Island Shoula by Right Be- 
long to the United 
States. 


In the August number of the Forum 
the question why we need Cuba is 
answered by Gen. Thomas Jordan, 
who, as many of our readers are aware, 
speaks on this subject with knowledge 
aud authority, says the New York Sun. 
Itis the strategic importance of the 
island which he is especially qualified 
to discuss, but he does not omit to 
point out how immense might be the 
industrial and commercial value’ of 
Cuba under changed political condi- 
tions. 

In a review of the bistorical aspects 
of the Cuban question Gen. Jordan 
shows that for seyeuty years American 
statesmen of all political parties have 
been alive to the usefulness of the 
island op strategic grounds. Thus 
Thomas Jefferson, the acquirer of the 
Louisiana territory, said in 1823: “Tue 
addition of Cuba to our coniederacy is 
exactly what is wanted to round 
our power as a vation to the 
point of utmost iuterest.”’ This 
conviction was shared by another illus- 


pected of the slightest sympathy with 
the siave power. Jobo Quincy Adams, 
writing while Secretary of State in the 
Mouroe administration, declared thati- 
“For a multitude of considerations 
Cuba has become an object of trans- 
condant importance to the commercial 
and political interesis of our Union.” 
Mr. Adams proceeds to sum up these 
considerations with an amplitude of 
knowledge and a conciseness of ex- 
pression that have seldom been sur- 
passed. commanding position,”’ 
be said, “‘with reference to the Guif of 
Mexico and the West |udies; its situa- 
tion miiway between our southern 
coast and the Island of Santo Do- 
miugo; iis safe and capacious harbor 
of the Havana, froating along line of 
our shures destitute of the same ad- 
Vaniage; the pature of its produc- 
tions and wants, furnishing 
the supplies and needing the return of 
a commerce unusually profitabie and 
naturally beneliciai, give it an impor- 
tance in the sum of our national inter- 
ests, with which that of soother for- 
eigu territory can be compared.”’ 

These words: were written nearly 
seventy years RO, and events bave not 
yet justified prediction 
that within balf a century the annexa- 
tion of Cuba to our Federal Republic 
would be recognized us ‘indispensable 
to \he continuance and integrity of the 
Union,.”’ The importance ot the island 
bas meanwhile, however, been often: 
reaflirmed, ahd notably by Edward 
Kverett when Secretary of State in the 
Filimore administration, ‘The vital 
relations of the islaud to this county 
were deltined by him as follows: bars 
Lhe entrance to €hat great river which 
drains bali of the North American con- 
tinent. It keeps.watch at the doorway 
of our maritime intercourse with Cali- 
fornia. Territormlly and commerci- 
ally, it would bein our bapds extremely 
valuable; under Sertain “contingencies 
it might be almost essential to our 
sufety.”? ‘To these official declarations 
Gen. Jordan adds that any maritime 
power that should oecupy Cuba cou.d 
easily make a mare clausum ot the Gulf 
of Mexico, for Cape San Antoni, at 
the island’s ~ western exiremity, is 
separated from Cape Catocue, on the 
coast of Yucatan, by little more than 
a hundred miles of seaway, while Cape 
Hiacos is only a hundred miles distant 
trom Florida, thé larger part of-the 
interspace being filled by the Bahama 
banks and isiands, 

Passing to the productive capacities 
of Cuba, Gen. Jordan demousirates 
that, enormous as bave been her ex- 
ports to the United ‘States, they mignt 
be -incalculabiy in@réasged, because as 
yet only a small fraction—5,400,000 
acres—oft Cubi’s whole area—36,000 
square miles—is as yet under tiliage. 
Asamatter of fact, though smailer 
than the State of New York, the 
island contains mucnd larger acreage of 
richly-productive land, which needs 
only the stimulus of free access to the 
American market to be brought under 
the plow. Tue prominence acquired 
for many years by sugar and tobacco 
in the list of Cuban exports has caused 
us to lose sight of the island’s adapta- 
bility to the growth of coffee. 
Gen. Jordan recalls the  inter- 
esting circumstance that Cuba pro- 
duced in 1833 ‘more than 64,000,- 
000 pounds oi coffee. The discontin- 
uance of the cultivation of the berry 
is due to the Spanish commercial re- 
sirictions, which resulted in giving the 
Brazilian staple a virtual mouopoly of 
tue market of the United States. The 
resources of Cuba are not by any 
means confined to the actual and pos- 
sible products of agriculture. From 
personal observation Gen. Jordan is 
couvinced that the’ gold depvsits 
found in the island on its discovery are 
far from having been exhausted. As 
for copper, it may suffice to say 
that $19,000,000 worth of that motal 
Was exporied trom ‘the Santiago dis- 
trict to England in the six years pre- 
ceding 1°50. Itthe game region 
been iound large quantities of iron ore 
of superlative quality, most desirable 
for mixture with our Own ores in the 
maoufacture of Bessemer steel. We 
should also be careful to remember, 
in enumerating the sources of Cuba’s 
wealth, that ibe middie and eastern 
sections of the igsland;are rich in tim- 
ber adapted to shipbyilding, and that 
t.ere are great forests of mahogany 
and other rare woods in request for 
decorative purposes, 

Gen. Jordan pas made an exhaustive 
and impressive statement of the rea- 
sons which migit lead us to look with 
iavor on the annexation ol Cuba, pro- 
vided it could be effected without re- 
course to war. Thereis some ground 
for believing that. the commercial 
treaty recently coneluded between 
Spain aud the United States may 
cuuse the farmers of Galicia and the 
muuufaciurers of Catalonia to take 
less interestin the retention of the 
island than they have taken hitherto, 
und even to acquiesce in @ sale of Cuba 
to this country, There is no doubt

WHERE THE WHEAT IS, 


A REPORT THAT PILLSBURY IS 
OVERLOADED. | 


Forced to Sell at Heavy Loss to His 
Syndicate—The Big Mil- 
ler Denies the 
Story. 


Gy Telegraph to The Times. 

CHicaao, Aug. 13.—[By the Associa- 
ted Press.| A dispatch from Duluth, 
Minn., says that in the last three 
months there has been one lotofa 
million and a balf bushels of wheat 
sent east via Duluth by Minneapolis 
parties. That shipment and a consign- 
ment of haif a million bushels tnat 
now passes through, caused a good 
deal of speculation. 

The Herald says that itis being sent 
out of the country by Pillsbury, and 
that every bushel represents to the big 
Eoglish syndicate running the 
Minneapolis mills, a loss of 20 cents. 
Last fall Pillsbury was a persistent 
bull and loaded up with a great quan- 
tity of grain at prices of $1.10 to $1.19 
a bushel. A good partofthe year he 
bas carried as high as 40,000,000 bush- 
els. A short time ago tue Minneapolis 
syodicate found itself with enough 
wheat to 1,000,000 barrels of 
flour, right on the eve of the biggest 
wheat crop the United States has ever 
seen und with the stuff worth about 
90 cents a bushel. Some of this wheat 
bad to be got outofthe wey. Hence 
this shipment of 2,000,000 bushels. 

PILLSBURY DENIES IT. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 13.—Mr. Pills- 
bury was seen tonight regarding the 
Duluth special stating that a large 
amount of grain had been shipped 
through that point from Minneapolis 
tothe East. “Itisa mulicious false- 
hood,’’ said he, “evidently promulgated 
by some one desiring to do injury to 
my business.” 

He says the figures are the grossest 
and wildest exaggeration both as to the 
cost aud amouut of wheat. He pur- 
chased what wheat he required for 
milling on the markets every week in 
the year ut an average cost below the 
present prices. ‘he total requirement 
of his mills was over 15,000,000 bushels 
per aunum if the mills run unintere 
ruptediy, and tbe purchuses have not 
been in excess ofthis amount.

ACCURATE AS THE GENUINE. 


A Counterfeit Detector .Comes 
Across a Perfect Specimen. 

Capt. Thomas I. Porter of the secret 
service yesterday returned to head- 
quarters after a ten days’ hunt for an 
alleged $5 counterfeit bill, with which 
he had quite an experience, says the 
Chicago Times. ‘Two weeks ago D. 
W. Losey, editor and publisher of the 
National Bank Note Reporter of 155 
Wushington street, received a $5 bill 
from one of his subscribers asking as 
to its genuineness. This bill Losey 
had beeo carrying ever since, exhibit- 
ing it to bankers and bank cashiers as 
a marvel of the counterfeiter’s art. 
It was perfect except the eyes of 
the vignette of Gen. Thomas, which 
were blurred. The reportof the dan- 
gerous bill being im circulation got 
abroad, and bank cashiers were on the 
lookout for it. Capt. Porter started.in 
to investigate, and he got on the track 
of Losey and located bim at Effingham, 
lil., where the editor was exhibiting 
the bill to a bank cashier. Losey was 
almost struck dumb when Capt. Porter 


genuine. Mr. Losey believed it to be 
a counterfeit, and had arranged to 
write afull deseription of it in the 
next issue of his paper. Itis believed 
some one mutilated the bill from mere 
wantonness. Mr. Losey gave up the 
bill and received a, good one in ex- 
change, asthe Government does not 
allow exbibitions of counterfeit money.

AN EVENT IN COLORED SOCIETY 


Mortality In Pasadena-—First Ship- 
ment of Peaches from Pasa- 
dena this Season—Wed- 
ding—About Town. 


Arumor has certain characteristics 
peculiar to itself which always exert 
a certain influence on the minds of its 

/hearers—oftentimes its victims. Tak- 
ing this intoconsideration, it is not 
supposed, and certainly is hoped, that 
no one will be so rash as to wager more 
than one hat on the strength of a 
rumor floating on the streets yesterday 
to the effect that the Southern Pacific 
Railway was negotiating with various 
interested parties with a view to se- 
curing an entiance to this city.

the company would try and secure a 
right-of-way to some point down town. 

If this was done, the guage of the 
track, at present narrow; Would be 
altered to the standard width. On 


general principles the more railroads a 
town bas the better itis off, but should 
the above report be corroborated, and 


the proposed Cross electric road ever 


getinto operation, it would be some 
little time before Pasadena would at- 
tain sufficient growth in population to 
keep the local trains supplied with a 
satisfactory patronage. 

This is supposing that the people of 
Pasadena equally divided their patron- 
age among: the then four lines to Los 
Angeles. This would probably not be 
the case fora considerable period, as 
the present accommodations are, as a 
general thing, very satisfactory. 

In that further competition might 
possibly tend to reduce fares would the 
people welcome it, and even that ex- 
pectation might be untuifilled through 
combinations. 

Sucu things have occurred before. 

For the vear future, bowever, the 
two existing lines of co-urban trans- 
portation will, in all probability, retain 
their position as reiiabie and satisfac-

Another Complication in Mu- 
 Nicipal Affairs, 


MORE TROUBLE FOR OFFICIALS 


Street Rallways Object to Paying 
for Paving — Usual Budgets 
from Riverside, Rediands 
and Colton. 


There is another sensation brewing 
in local circles which, it is said, will 
involve acertain gentleman who has 
been more or less prominent in city 
and county politics, and who has been 
generally known and accepted as a 
boss. This morning Maj. Kenniston 
will appeat in Department Two of the 
Superior Court before Judge Campbell 
to answer to the complaint which has 
been filed, having for its end the oust- 
ing of the Major from office. The 
attorneys for the defense in the case 
have the utmost confidence in their 
ability to knock the case out of court 
without any trouble. Ifthis can be 
done on purely legal grouuds the gen- 
eral public will be satisfied. No one 
charges Maj. Kenniston with anything 
other than a technical violation of the 
law. It has not even been hinted from 
any source that he has been dishonest 
or that the city treasury has ever been 
mulcted out of a dollar by or through 
him. Maj. Kenniston is an old and 
respected citizen of San Bernardino 
and one of its heavy taxpayers. 

Another matter has come up which 
is going to cause litigation, in which 
the city will be interested as well as 
the City Street Railway Company. The 
street railway company, it would seem, 
has decided to abandon its franchiee 
over all streets as fast as the City 
Trustees order the blocks paved. By 
‘doing this the street-car company are 
of the opinion that they will escape 
paying for their share of the paving. 
The City Trustees have announced 
their intention to fiyht the matter in 
the courts, where the question will be 
determined as to whetuer the street 
railway company can escape this lia- 
bility by abandonment of their fran- 
chise over the blocks for which a con- 
tract to pave has been let. Some law- 
vers claim that an abandonment of the 
franchise over a few blocks to escape 
paying for paving will result in the 
forfeiture of the entire franchise of the 
street-car company. 

Yesterday afternoon the attorneys 
for the street-car company filed notice 
with the trustees that they abandoned 
their franchise on Third street from C 
to F, and on D street from Third to 
Fifth streets. These are the main 
thoroughfares of the city. 

Owiug to the extraordinary legal 
complications in which the city has be- 
come involved, the trustees bave em- 
ployed additiouval council to assist City 
Attorney John Brown, Jr. This action 
is generally deemed to be wise and ne- 
cessary. 

A movement is now on foot here to 
organize a compauy which will apply 
to the trustees fora franchise for an 
electric street railway. It is believed 
that the City Trustees will grant the 
franchise, and that the road wiil be 
ma e profitable. An endeavor will be 
made to interest Lous Augeles capital- 
ists in the new scheme, 

Yesterday afternoon the papers were 
prepared in an injunction suit to re- 
strain the City Trustees from paying 
$2000 due on the bridge across Lytle 
Creek. Here are more complications 
and moretrouble. Before the territory 
where the Lytie Creek bridge stands 
wus taken into the city, the County 
Board of Supervisors ordered and le- 
gaily contracted for the construction 
of a bridge across the creek. Bsfore 
the bridge was builta big storm wid- 
ended the channel of the creek. Then 
the territory where the bridge stands 
was taken intothecity. The bridge was 
built ou a Coutract made by the Super- 
visors. The City Trustees made a verbal 
agreement to pay $2000 on the bridge, 


j although they had not advertised for 


bids. The, injunction was asked for on 
the ground that the City Trustees have 
no righEto expend $2000 on a verbal 
contract, without advertising for bids 
and going through the legal channels. 
At the last meeting of the City Trus- 
tees the biil for $2000 came up for pay- 
ment. The City Engineer reported 
that the bridge had not been built ac- 
cording to specifications, Trustee 
Whitney moved that the bill be paid 
just the same. The motion was voted 
down, Whitney and Potter voting aye 
and Lesher, Mee and Kenniston no. 
The three latter claimed that they 
could see'no reason why the bridge 
should be paid forif it was not built 
according to contract. 

be City Board of Trustees have 
declined to accept the abandonment 
by the City*Railway Company of tbeir 
tranchise in so far asit effects Third 
street between Cand D. They have 
notified the corporation that they will 
be beld responsible for all legal obli- 
gations arising from the granting of 
the franchise and-the acceptance by 
the corporation of the same.

In the telegraphic columns of this paper 
has been published the fact that the Santa 
Fé Compaby has been enjoined from put 
ting dining-cars on the through trains, but 
further particulars on the subject may be of 
interest. The company sometime ago de- 
cided torun dining-cars between the Mis- 


claimed, that it was found necessary to take 
such action in order to place its servico upon 
the same footing as that of the Rock Island 
and Burlington roads, which have been 
always running dining-cars between those 
points. The public seems.to be prejudiced 
in favor of dining-cars and won’t patronize 
the roads having dining stations as freely 
as the roads having dining-oars, In order 
to supply the much-felt wantthe Santa Fé 
has been engaged in building dining-cars 
of superior workmanship and provided with 
all the modern improvements, and was just 
getting ready to place them in service when 
Fred Harvey, who has been running the 
Santa Fé dining stations ever since the road 
was completed, and who does not like to 
lose his highly profitable occupation, 
appears upon the scene and tempora- 
rily puts a stop to the Santa Fé’s 
ambition to manage its own business so far 
as the feeding of passengers is concerned. 
An injunction issued by Judge Driggs in 
Chicago, as was previously announced, 
restrains the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé from running dining-cars from Chicago 
to Denver by way of Kansas City. The 
bill was filed by F. Harvey and represents 
that the plant now controlled by his hotel 
and eating-house system covers from 2200 
to 2500 miles of railroad, which has cost him 
at least $150,000. Under the system he is 
conducting twenty hotels and eating- 
houses, at which he feeds about 2500 per- 
sons daily, and twenty-four lunch-rooms, 
accommodating as maoy people. He: con- 
stantly employs 400 persons, whose monthly 
compensation amounts to $25,500, In some 
places, says Harvey, it was hard and ex- 
pensive work to establish and operate an 
eating-house. The stations were con- 
stantly menaced by hostile’ Indians, 
and infested by gamblers and other 
dangerous and lawless persons who 
had an equal disregard for the 
lives of his employés and his property. The 
premises were invaded by desperadoes, and 
his assistants and servants were subjected 
to indignities and driven from the nouse, 
and at times from the town, at the point of 
revolvers. It was almost impossible to re- 
tain servants because of the dangers sur- 
rounding the position. Under these cir- 
cumstances, says Harvey, noone would be 
willing to accept a contract to carry on the 
entire system of feeding unless the right so 
te doremained exciusive, and such a con- 
tract Harvey claims the railroad made with 


him May 1, 1889. For tive years the contract |. 


gave Harvey the exclusive right to operate 
eating establishments along the route west 
of the Missouri Kiver. Contrary to the 
agreement, it is alleged that the company is 
constructing dining-cars, and proposes to 
run them west of the Missouri River and 
between Kansas City and Denver, a dis- 
tance of 751 mites. Between .those two 
points Harvey has eight eating-houses, and 
the company bas given out that it will not 
stop its trains at his places. Tae movement 
will wreck Harvey’s business, he claims, 
and he wants it enjoined. 
MUTOR RAILWAYS, 

Asan illustration of the growth of the 
electric railway service in a practical direc- 
tion it is stated “‘horse railroads, which have 
beenin use for over fifty years, represent 
an investment of about $5S8,000,0uu, electric 
railways over $50,000,v00, while the cable 
roads, which have had a commercial exist- 
ence four times that of the electric system, 
have less investment than electric railways, 
or about $49,000,000,”" and that ‘there are 
now under active operation, or under 
contract not less than 325 roads in the 
United States, England, Germany, Italy, 
Australia and Japan, requiring over 4000 
cars and 7000 motors, with 2000 miles of 
track, making a daliy mileage of not less 
than 400,000 miles, and carrying three-quar- 
ters of a billion passengers, Nearly a quar- 
ter of the entire street trackage in the 
United States is electric, about two-thirds 
horse, ope-sixteenth dummy and one-twen- 
tieth cable.’
